men  and  nature  have  conspired  for  centuries  to  make  of  life  a  hell.    Romans. 
Goths.  Huns.  Avars.  .Slavs.  Magyars.  Byzantines.  Tatars.  Turks,  Venetians. 
Austrians.  Russians  and  Germans  have  all  campaigned  in  these  hills  -  burning 
and  killing.    In  the  Balkans,  hislorv  is  a  chronicle  of  atrocity  inflicted  by  the 
enemy  and  atrocity  endured  by  friends.    This  grim  characlerization  is  from 
Life  World  Librar\ 's  The  Balkans,  published  in  l'?64  bv  Time  Inc.    Is  it 
valid' 

This,  and  other  relevant  questions  will  be  asked  and  answered  during  the 
month  of  April  when  KPFK  presents  its  Balkan  ihcine.    A  wide  varielv  of 
programming  in  Cultural  Affair's.  Music  and  Public  Affairs  will  reflect  the 
folk  literature  expressions  and  socio-political  developments  of  this  incredible 
region.    Defined  by    Webster's  Collegiate  Dictionarv.  the  Balkan  Slates  are 
""compri/ed  of  those  countries  occupying  the  Balkan  Peninsula:  Yugoslavia. 
Romania   Bulgaria.  Albania.  Greece  and  Turkey  in  Europe." 

Such  bookish,  bare-boned  statistics  are  all  very  well  for  reference  works,  but 
to  many  of  us  this  part  of  the  world  conjurs  up  vivid  images   quick  cuts  and 
slow  dissolves    of  ingenious  international  spies  in  mut'ti.  throbbing  oriental 
music  with  veiled  women  quietly  slipping  past  noisy  kafanas  and  tea  houses 
(Orson  Welles,  of  course   is  somewhere  m  the  .Ambler  background    suitably 
garbed  as  a  suave  and  ruthless  secret  police  officer).    You  can  almost  smell 
the  siz/ling  shish-kabob,  the  musk-like  perfume  of  slinking  fenimes  falales. 
the  fragrance  of  fresh -ground  coffee  headv  tobacco,  puiigoni  hashshisli.  the 
ordure  in  the  streets. 

Although  separated  bv  great  distance  (and  much  nine),  part  of  the  Balkans 
ils'people  and  culture    exists  right  here  in  our  midsts.  in  .Southern  California. 
where  thousands  upon  thousands  live  whose  ancestors  were  once  rooted  in 
that   "tragic  region.'  but  who  celebrate  it  for  Its  virtues,  noted  accoiiiplishments. 
and  famed  pleasures  rather  than  its  "blood  soaked  soil." 

And  vet   can  iHey  ever  forget?  .Is  not  the  mark  of  some  400  vears  of  the 
Ottoman  Empire  still  upon  them'?    Do  these  citizens  of  the  U.S.A.    many 
families  established  here  for  generations   ever  forget  the  multi-ethnic  legacies? 
Or  are  ihev.  in  their  own  minds,  still  Croats.  Serbs,  Macedonians.  Slovenians. 
Montenegrans   Bosnians.  Greeks  and  Turks?    And  Armenians?    What  about 
the  Arnu'nians?    You  should  read  The  Bridge  on  the  Driiia  and  The  Forty 
Days  of  Musa  Dagh.  ':

Highlights 


Above  is  Bach's  final  manuscript  page  of  Die  Kunst  Der  Fugue.    It  bears  the 
handwriting  of  his  son  Carl  Philipp  Emanuel  Bach:    "In  the  midst  of  this 
fugue,  where  the  name  B   A   C   H  is  introduced  in  the  countersubject,  the 
composer  died."    (  B    in  the  German  notation  stands  for  B-fiat,  H  for  B  natural). 


DO  YOU  LIKE  BACH? 


"Who  is  Willjjni  Malloch  and  how  did  he  possibly  manage  to  improve 
on  the  last  fu°ue  of  music's  great  father  fuguer''" 

This  question  was  posed  by  Max  Wviiian.  chief  music  critic  of  the 
Vancouver  Sun  the  morning  after  Lukas  Foss  had  led  the  Vancouver 
Sviiiphony  Orchestra  in  the  first  performance  of  Malloch 's  orchestral 
realization  of  Bach's  Fugue  on  S  Suhjecn.  left  incomplete  bv  the  com- 
poser at  the  time  of  his  death.    This  fugue,  the  one  in  which  Bach 
spells  out  his  name  as  the  third  subject,  then  stops,  is  usually  put  at 
the  end  of  editions  and  performances  oi'  Die  Kunst  der  Fuge.  Bach's 
ode  to  counterpoint,  his  last  large  "■cyclic"  work. 

KPFK  listeners  do  not  have  to  be  told  who  William  Malloch  is.    Music 
Director  of  this  station  for  6  years  and  KPFK's    "Music  Director  Emeri- 
tus.'" Malloch  still  leads  his  listeners  on  treasure  hunts  to  do  with  clas- 
sical music  on  Saturday  nights  from  lOpni  to  midnight.    He  is  a  com- 
poser, teacher,  and  writer  on  musical  subjects.  He  has  won  five 
Armstrong  awards,  more  than  anyone  in  the  Historv  of  Pacifica 
and  an  Ohio  State  Award  plus  numerous  other  honors  for  documen- 
tary programs  he  has  produced  on  music  and  public  affairs.    He  is  an 
expert  on  the  music  of  Gustav  Mahler,  and  has  taught  Southern  Calif- 
ornia listeners  much  about  the  composer.    His  month-long  cycle  devo- 
ted to  Mahler  and  his  music  in  1962  was  the  first  marathon  survey  on 
the  composer  in  this  community,  and  many  Mahler  fans  today  owe  their 
enthusiasm  today  to  this  broadcast  series.    The  recollections  he  collected 
of  musicians  who  played  under  Mahler  is  available  in  Columbia  records' 
set  of  Mahler's  4th  and  5th  under  Leonard  Bernstein.  -He  has  made  three 
films,  one  of  which.  Goodbye  Billy-America  Goes  to  War,  1914-18, 
won  an  award  at  the  1972  San  Francisco  Film  Festival  for  best  docu- 
mentary 

Malloch  has  always  tried  to  exercise  a  teaching  function  on  the  radio. 
As  his  listeners  know  he  spikes  many  of  his  programs  with  recordings 
which  go  back  to  the  dawn  of  the  recording  art  in  order  to  make  signi- 
ficant comparisons  of  musical  practices  past  and  present.    Often,  the 
past  wins     But  his  musical  spelunking  led  him  to  a  blind  alley  when  it 
came  to  Bach's  last  large  unified  work.   He  simply  couldn't  believe  it 
was  supposed  to  go  the  way  people  play  it  today.    Accordingly,  in  1971. 
he  dropped  back  from  many  of  his  activities  and  commenced  orchestra- 
ting the  whole  of  Die  Kunst  der  Fuge  for  strings,  woodwinds  and  per- 
cussion-the  only  way  he  could  nail  down  his  musical  perceptions.    That 
monumental  effort  was  completed  in  1974. 

Max  Wyman.  in  his  recent  review  of  the  Foss-led  premiere  of  the  final 
went  on  to  say:  "Working  from  the  premise  that  the  unfinished  last 
fugue  of  Bach  was  in  fact  complete  as  Bach  wanted  it  -  a  kind  of 
synthesis  ot  Bach's  views  of  man  corporal  and  man  spiritual  -  U.S. 
composer  Malloch  orchestrated  it  in  an  inspired  and  inspirational 
manner  that  emphasizes  through  skillful  structural  gradations,  both 
its  timeliness  and  its  timelessness." 


His  head  buried  deeper  and  deeper  into  Bach's  vortex.  Malloch  went 
on  to  make  discoveries  not  only  about  Bach's  piece,  but  about  music 
in  general,  many  of  which,  since  1971  .  he  has  shared  with  KPFK's 
listcner.s.    When  the  Hungarian  State  Radio,  in  1974,  announced  an 
international  competition  for  programs  on  Bach.  Malloch  submitted 
a  program  on  Bach's  Kunst  der  Fuge,  explaining  his  view  of  Bach's 
work,  particularly  the  final  fugue,  what  his  orchestration  was  all  about 
and  why  he  decided  to  make  still  one  more  orchestration  of  this  oft- 
scored  work.    The  program  won  the  Pro  Musica  Award,  given  by 
Magyar  Radio.  Budapest,  on  October  2    1975.    It  ends  with  the  Foss- 
Vancouver  performance  of  December  13,  1974. 

So  you  can  now,  if  you  please,  call  him  William  Bach-Malloch.    If 
you  want  to  here  what  it's  all  about,  Malloch "s  Hungarian  Radio 
prize-winner  will  be  broadcast  on  good  old  KPFK  this  month. 

NB:  A  photocopy  of  Bach's  final  manuscript  page  is  printed  in  this 
month's  Folio.    Listeners  to  Malloch 's  program  will  most  likely  find  it 
helpful  to  keep  it  handy.    It's  not  necessary  to  do  so,  but  it  couldn't 
hurt.

IN  TRIBUTE  TO  ANAIS  NIN 

Anais  Nin  died  on  January  14.  1977.    She  was  73  years  old  but  in  truth  she 
had  no  age.  having  transcended  all  age.  as  she  did  all  restrictions,  all  labels, 
even  death  itself.    For  though  he  came  calling  and  tapped  her  on  the  shoul- 
der he  claimed  only  the  body.   The  soul,  that  great  incandescent  spirit  of 
hers   remained  free  and  is  still  with  us  -  a  tungsten  flame  of  lunar  radiance. 
Having  known  her  intimately  and  worked  with  her.  I  find  it  very  difficult,  if 
not  impossible   to  think  and  write  about  her  as  if  she  were  an  institution  or 
a  monument  blurring  in  the  distance  and  no  longer  a  presence  among  us.    I 
am  not  unique  in  this.    Reading  through  the  tributes  of  others  I  notice  a 
similar  familiarity  and  intimacy  with  which  each  approaches  her  memory 
whether  they  knew  her  personally  or  not.    A  kind  of  tribute  in  itself.    For 
It  was  her  special  genius  to  work  from  the  intimate  and  the  personal  out- 
wards, towards  the  universal.    In  this  way  she  touched  all  of  us  deeply  in 
that  place  of  the  soul  and  so  it  seems  appropriate  that  we  write  and  speak 
of  her  from  that  same  place,  disregarding  the  guilt  which  murmurs  at  the 
ear  ""but  you  should  be  writing  that  she  was  a  major  figure  in  20th  century 
literature.  .     .  .     that  she  was  a  surrealist that  she  was she  was.  .  ."

CARLOS  B.  HAGEN:  A  STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE 

A  most  crucial  concept  for  a  mass  media  organ  is  whether  it  operates 
under  ox  for  the  First  Amendment.    Advocacy  organs  operate  under: 
this  is  guaranteed  by  the  1st  Amendment.    But.  to  be  for.  means  that 
the  station  or  paper  must  open  its  space  to  a  vast  number  of  dissenting, 
strong,  opposing  views,  generally  those  disenfranchised  from  the  vastly 
■"middle  of  the  road"  American  media. 

Many  peoplej'eel  that  ui  a  world  of  increasing  suffering  and  exploitation, 
one  must  adopt  a  strong  militant  attitude  and  must  use  all  weapons      sup- 
pression of  freedom  of  speech  included    -  against  the  "enemy".    This  atti- 
tude is  increasingly  found  in  a  number  of  Left.  Right,  religious  or  racial 
movements.    They  feel  that  in  view  of  world-wide  suffering,  abuse,  ex- 
ploitation or  danger  to  the  established  order,  one  can  no  longer  subscribe 
to  the  Western  concept  of  unlimited  freedom  of  expression.    Mao-Tse-Tung 
often  stated  that  freedom  of  expression  was  not  meant  for  people  variously 
described  as  "reactionaries"  or  "enemies  of  the  people."   Within  such  frame- 
work the  suppression  of  dissidents  like,  let  us  sav.  a  Sakharov  or  a  Solzhenil- 
syn.  becomes  logical.    Suppressing  them  becomes  not  onjv  right,  but  a  moral 
imperative  for  the  stale. 

Other  people       like  mvself  -   feel  equally  strongly  that  the  sweeping  concept 
of  total  freedom  of  expression,  rooted  in  the  Era  of  Enlightenment  and  guaran- 
teed bv  the  1st  Amendment,  cannot  be  limited  or  tampered  with.    And.  no 
matter  how  vast  the  human  suffering  may  be.  no  matter  how  widespread  ex- 
ploitation is.  no  matter  how  overwhelming  the  odds  are. 

My  programs  are  prepared  subscribing  to  the  most  absolute  and  sweeping  con- 
cept of  freedom  of  expression.    Also,  as  engineer  and  geographer.  1  try  to 
exercise  the  highest  degree  of  detachment  and  objectivity.    I  belong  to  no 
movement,  ideology,  party  or  human  group.    In  a  sense  I  am  an  anarchist  in 
a  deep  philosophical  sense  besides  being  an  unashamed  elitist. 

In  the  realm  of  ideas  my  highest  respect  is  for  the  most  total,  absolute  expres- 
sion of  the  1st  Amendment.    That  is.  in  that  realm  of  ideas,  anyone  should  have 
the  right  to  freely  express  his/her  ideas  and  no  matter  how  abusive,  cruel, 
"racist."  obscene,  pornographic,  immoral,  repugnant,  criminal  or  murderous 
thev  may  be  considered.   Similarly,  in  that  realm  of  freedom  of  expression,  I 
cannot  abide  by  any  "taboos,"  sensibilities  or  censorship  established  by  any  human 
group,  be  it  political,  religious,  racial,  ethnic,  social,  economic,  artistic  or  whatever. 

The  basic  philosophy  underlying  my  programs  is  related  in  varying  degrees  to 
iconoclastic,  anarchical,  detached  thinkers  such  as  Nietzsche,  de  Toqueville. 
H.L.  Mencken.  Thoreau   or  Krishnamurti.    My  programs  reflect  a  sort  of  deeply 
iconoclastic,  anarchist,  elitist,  dissenting  "Menckenian"  individualism.    And  I 
like  to  present  programs  showing  victims  of  any  group  conformity,  that  is  ideas, 
or  individuals  who  have  defied  and  challenged  the  "taboos,"  sensibilities  and 
censorships  of  any  "establishment"  be  it  political,  religious,  academic,  Marxist. 
Rightist,  racial,  artistic  or  whatever. 

My  basic  approach  is  that  truth  best  speaks  for  itself.    I  feel  that  the  actual,  ori- 
ginal, musical,  political  or  artistic  statements  1  present  convey  a  reality,  an  essence, 
a  spirit,  far  above  anything  1  could  sav  to  brand,  categorize  or  qualify  them.    1 
never  tell  listeners  "this  is  good  and  that  is  wicked,  this  is  kind  and  that  is  cruel." 
I  feel  it  is  the  listener  who.  in  the  privacy  of  his/her  mind  must  be  the  ultimate 
judge  of  the  facts  and  materials  I  present. 

My  role  could  be  compared  to  that  of  the  "judge  of  instruction"  in  the  French 
judicial  system.    He  is  the  individual  who,  before  a  trial,  compiles  for  the  Court 
a  dossier  on  the  case,  without  any  restrictions,  empowered  with  the  widest  free- 
dom of  access  and  subpoena.    It  is  a  dossier  that  examines  with  clinical,  almost 
inhuiTian  (or  rather  "over-human")  detachment  all  possible  aspects,  facts  and  re- 
lationships of  a  case.    However,  any  openion.  judgement,  or  conclusion  of  guilt 
or  no-guilt  is  strictly  left  for  the  Court  and  the  trial  judge.    It  is  a  dossier  (in  my 
case  a  program)  compiled  solely  on  the  interest  of  an  abstract,  philosophical  sense 
of  truth  and  justice.   Nothing  more  and  nothing  less.

KPFK  is  not  a  station  made  up  of  what  are  cottimonly  known  as  radio 
■personalities."    It  is  a  station  which  gives  time  to  people  who  have  some- 
thing to  say,  people  who  can  bring  something  stimulating  to  its  audiences. 
Yet  It  would  be  silly  for  those  of  us  who  broadcast  on  the  station  to  pretend 
that  we  do  not  have  personalities,  for  us  to  attempt  to  cover  them  up  m  the 
name  of  '"objectiviiy  "   We  should  not  be  merely  "cause"  people,  we  should 
have  a  creative  altitude  toward  everything  we  bring  to  people's  attention;  it 
is  foolish  to  grind  an  axe  to  the  point  where  the  axe  becomes  duller  in  the 
grinding.   We  should  be  a  station  of  people  talking  in  people,  not  at  people. 

I  always  try  to  remember  that  when  1  am  on  the  air  1  am  not  addressing  a 
public  gathering;  our  listeners"  radios  arc  in  their  kitchens,  bedrooms,  in 
intimate  home  surroundings.    I  try  to  remember  that  inv  voice  is.  in  a  sense, 
no  farther  from  the  people  1  am  speaking  to  than  1  am  from  the  microphone 
into  which  I  am  speaking.    Though  I  try  to  give  my  best,  my  most  precious 
thoughts  and  discoveries  to  people  because  I  don't  think  anybody  has  the 
right  to  get  on  the  air  and  waste  people's  time,  I  do  not  aim  to  create  an 
image  of  perfection  which  I  cannot  sustain  in  my  daily  life. 

I  am  not  an  "expert"  on  anything     I  make  many  mistakes  along  the  way.    But 
there  are  things  1  love  which  I  think  people  should  know  more  about,  and  if 
I  feel  I  have  discovered  something  of  value,  whether  it  is  a  piece  of  music,  an 
insight,  or  a  moment  I  can  document  from  any  part  of  my  experience  (in- 
cluding "Public  Affairs"  or  any  other  area  not  directly  connected  with  classical 
music)  I  put  it  forward  for  people's  consideration  without  embarrassment  in 
the  most  interesting  way  1  possibly  can 

I  try  to  give  people  the  best  part  of  what  my  own  experiences  have  led  me 
to:  then  I  try  to  shut  up  and  make  room  for  other  people  whose  consciences 
have  led  them  to  do  the  same.    1  have  always  thought  that  I  have  a  teaching 
function  on  the  radio.    I  am  grateful  that  I  do  not  have  an  unruly  classroom: 
those  who  want  to  hear  other  sorts  of  things  can  twist  the  dial  or  turn  to 
the  "off"  position:  1  always  assume  that  whoever  it  is  that  is  listening  is  in- 
terested, informed,  intelligent  and  worth  every  bit  of  human  consideration.
